For a league to be 
reduced from 16 to 12 
clubs next season, 
Soccer Australia has 
set tough criteria, 
which clubs may find 
difficult to attain, 
writes Victorian editor 
Bert van Bedaf. 


his will be the year 


of attrition as four 

clubs will be axed 

from the national league 
next season and possibly 
find a new home in a 
national second division, 
although Soccer Australia 
has told clubs a second 
division is “not guaran- 
teed”. 

Criteria for the top league 
has set new standards for 
the surviving clubs. They 
may find the bar has been 
raised too high. As a club 
Official pointed out, “Not 
one NSL club at the 
moment would be able to 
meet alll of the criteria.” 

According to details pro- 
vided to ABSW, the new 
Teague will take a geograph- 
ical spread into account. 
The league will include “a 
minimum number (one 
each)” of clubs from 
Queensland, South 
Australia, Western 
Australia, ACT, Northern 
‘New South Wales and New 
Zealand, a total of six clubs. 

National league chair- 
man Tony Labbozzetta has 
put great store in the nation- 
al composition of the 

f league. “The number one 

» consideration oyer the years 
has been the fact the cities 
of Australia are represented, 
so that they can offer an 
Opportunity to the young 
players of this country. But 
we must also make sure 
clubs are financially viable 
and maintain the level of 
professionalism,” 
Labbozzetta indicated. 

The other six clubs to 
complete the dozen would 
come from Sydney and 
Melbourne, which currently 
is represented by a total of 
nine clubs. 

By inference, clubs under 
the gun would seem to be 
Newcastle, Eastern Pride, 
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Carlton and Sydney United. 

The new criteria are 
nothing short of severely 
testing. They require clubs 
to earn revenue of up to $3 
million per year, including 
gate takings of up to 
$900,000, depending on the 
number of years spent in the 
league. 

Grounds require a (mini- 
mum) capacity of 10,000, 
including 8,000 seated, of

cover. Facilities are thor- 
oughly covered, including 
improved turnstile capacity, 
more box offices, better 
public amenities, first aid 
services and a drug testing 
room. 

Sponsorship needs to be 
up to $1.5 million, Clubs 
will need to employ full 
time staff as general manag- 
er, administrative support, 
coach, development officer, 
marketing and media man- 
ager. 

Clubs need to lodge busi- 
ness and marketing plans 
with Soccer Australia. 

Between 15 and 20 per 
cent of revenue needs to be 
spent on marketing and pro- 
motions, Financial plans, 
budgets and cash flow pro- 
jections need to cover a 
period between three and 
five years, 

New clubs will need to 
show a working capital of 
$3 million. They must be 


“restricted to 49 per cent”. 

This is particularly rele- 
vant to the part ownership 
of Northern Spirit by 
Scottish giant Glasgow 
Rangers. It is said to be 51 
per cent and increase to 70 
percent. Clearly, this would 
be against Soccer 
Australia’s criteria. 

New entrants in the game 
could come from South 
Australia. Business man 
Con Makris, of the former 
West Adelaide club, is anx- 
ious to create the Adelaide- 
based South Coast Eagles. 
Then there’s a joint bid 
between Adelaide Force 
and the South Australian 
Soccer Federation to set up 
the Adelaide Fire. Perth 
Glory part-owner Nick Tana 
may become a backer of 
either venture, planned for 
next season. 

Apart from financial via- 
bility, clubs also need to 
attract. “support from a 
broad representation of the 


community” and represent 
“a region, city or significant 
part of a city”. 

They need to demon- 
strate “the establishment of 
broad community supporter 
clubs, and securing support 
(sponsorship) from the 
commercial sector of the 
community.” 

The closing date for 
applications is 31 March. 
Soccer Australia will 
announce the 12 clubs on 12 
June. The assessment com- 
mittee will comprise Soccer 
Australia management, the 
board, a lawyer and an 
accountant. Soccer 
Australia has hired business 
advisor and chartered 
accounts firm Emst & 
‘Young to assist in process- 
ing the applications. 

Around Australia, the 
state of the league is rife 
with uncertainty. 

Canberra Cosmos is 
without a sponsor. Its bud- 
getis said to be around $1.5 
million, which is well short 
of the criteria. Newcastle 
has reinvented itself from 
Breakers to United under 
new owner Con 
Constantine, who saved the 
club from receivership. 

Labbozzetta said there 
was room for regional bat- 
tlers. “There’s no reason 
why regional clubs such as 
Canberra or Newcastle 
shouldn't be there, 

All they need to do is 
direct their efforts towards 
fulfilling the criteria,” he 
said. 

ih Victoria and 
Melbourne, the situation 
doesn’t look rosy. Despite 
efforts to lift its profile 
beyond Morwell, change its 
name and attract bigger sup- 
port, the Eastern Pride is 
still struggling with a point 
from three matches and 
small crowds of around 
1600. 

In Melbourne, the 
Indians are circling the 
Carlton wagon and owner 
Peter Jess is no John 
Wayne.

It appears essentially a sign of 
the times, post-Olympics and a 
period of severe funding cuts, 
that the majority decision of the 
competing States resulted in a 
severely shortened national 
league.

‘a major blow to Australia who rightfully expected to 
‘win the decision. 
] © The FIFA Committee for Women’s Football reportedly made 
the recommendatoin to the FIFA Executive. China has already 
hosted the event, the inaugural WWC in 1991. The committee 
felt that’ ‘after the huge success’ in the USA in’ 1999, the 
Women's World Cup should again go to a°country with an 
already established large women’s football miovement’. 

Australia commenced their bid campaign almost two years 
‘ago, and was the only nation to meet in person with FIFA offi- 
cials in Zurich on the matter. Australid was still the only coun- 
try to submit a bid come the FIFA deadline, 

‘Three months ago, the FIFA decision on-the host nation was 
delayed for the third frustrating time, but this time. Australia 
learned that China had suddenly come into the picture as a'sec- 
ond bidder upon FIFA’s request. 

Women’s Soccer Australia (WSA) officials were unaware 
the decision was to be handed down last week, and awoke to the 
bad news via the radio and checked its accuracy by referring to 
the FIFA website. 

“It’s a bit like a boxer who goes a dozen rounds and smash- 
es his opponent all over the place, only to find when they hold 
up the'scorecard that he’s lost on points,” said WSA Chief 
Executive Warren Fisher. 

For the decision to be announced against Australia’s favour, 
despite such a successful Olympic Games where the women’s 
football was attended by a total of over 350,000, makes the 
‘news that much more baffling. 

Similarly, the decision clearly goes against the grain of 
FIFA's recent policy decision to spread the men’s World Cup 
around the confederations, rather than keeping to the tradition- 
al football superpowers, to make the opportunity to host the 
showcase event more equitable. 

‘The format of the. WWC was also confirmed, remaining 
unchanged from that of last year - sixteen teams divided into 
four pools. Venues and dates are yet to be determined. The fol- 
lowing breakdown of finalists per confederation has been pro- 
posed ~ Asia 3.5 teams (including hosts China), CONCACAF 
(North/Central America) 2.5 teams, Africa 2, South America 2, 
Europe 5, and Oceania 1.
